INCENSE BURNER, ca. end of 19th cent. A.D. Liu Hal is the Daoist god of 
wealth and prosperity. He was an alchemist and official in ancient China who 
befriended a huge three legged toad that would carry him around and bring him 
money. The two became a symbol of prosperity and even possessing his image 
was said to bring wealth upon one’s household. Light brown patina, minor loss 
to the god’s chain of money.
